A 


Early  in  June  a  case  of  Paratyphoid  Pever  v/as  notified 
from  the  Assumption  Convent  at  Ex ton  Hall,  Shortly 
afterwards  several  cases  were  brought  to  light,  following 
examination  of  specimens  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

No  sign  of  illness  was  found  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases,  although  they  all  excreted  the  germ  and  v/ere 
therefore  carriers  of  the  infection. 

Three  cases  occurred  in  the  village  of  Exton  and 
in  those,  definite  clinical  signs  of  Paratyphoid  Pever 
were  apparent.  The  total  number  of  notifications  was  2h* 

Removal  of  cases  to  hospital  v/as  carried  out  upon 
notification,  cuad  large  numbers  of  specimens,  both  from  persons 
at  the  Convent  and  in  the  village,  v/ero  submitted  for  examination 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health 
was  informed  of  the  position.  Two  of  the  Medical  and  one 
of  the  Engineering  Staff  of  the  Ministry  visited  the  District, 
and  in  viev/  of  the  possibility  of  contamination  of  the  v/ater 
supply  they  suggested  the  installation  of  chlorination  plant 
at  the  village  waterworks.  This  apparatus  was  iDrovided,  and 
in  duo  course  the  epidemic  abated,  but  treatment  of  the  water 
supply  has  since  been  continued  and  is  still  in  operation.

During  1932,  repairs  v;ere  carried  out  as  necessary  to  the 
various  water  undertakings  owned  by  the  Council,  and  a  further 
number  of  water  connections  made  for  purposes  of  domestic 
supplies,  figures  of  the  total  number  of  i^remises  concerned 
being  overleaf. 

On  Janhary  3rd,  1952  an  Inquiry  was  held  by  one  of  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
into  the  v/ater  supply  to  the  Parish  of  Exton,  which,  as 
mentioned  in  my  previous  Report,  the  Council  were  prepared  to 
take  over  and  improve.  Ministry  approval  has  noYi  been 
obtained,  and  these  v/orks  of  improvement  will  be  put  in  hand 
in  1953. 


Efforts  v/ere  made  in  1952  to  improve  the  v/ater  supply  to 
the  Parish  of  Langham,  ojad  for  this  purpose  a  bore  was  sunk  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  village,  but  the  yield  was  not  sufficient 
to  warrant  further  expenditure.  It  was  hoped  that  the 
additional  supply  would  enable  the  work  of  sev/ering  the  village 
to  be  proceeded  with. 


Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  with  discolouration  of  the  supplies  at  Market 
Overton  and  Manton,  the  trouble  being  more  noticeable  in  the 
case  of  the  first-naned  village.  The  Consulting  Engineers 
of  the  Council  have  investigated  the  v/hole  matter,  nov;  traced 
to  the  source  of  the  supply  obtained  from  the  ironstone, 
and  have  indicated  how  further  discolouration  might  be  overcome. 
This  matter  is  still  recoiving  the  consideration  of  the  Council,

Following  contamination  of  the  Ext on  supply,  and  that 
from  one  of  the  springs  at  Empingharii,  chlorination  of  the  supplie 
was  recommended  and  the  necessary  x^lont  installed.  This 
treatment  is  being  continued,  as  although  the  contamination 
has  been  presented,  it  appears  advisable  that  the  additional 
protection  afforded  is  desirable  until  the  Engineers  have 
finally  comxjleted  the  works  they  have  in  hand  on  these  suxop'lies. 

A  final  decision  on  the  matter  of  linking  up  the  District 
with  the  Leicestershire  Scheme  has  not  been  reached  at  the  ti-iie  o 
v/riting,  and  in  this  connection  further  discussions  with  the 
Ministry  are  now  taking  place*

Attention  was  given  and  repairs,  were  carried  out,  v/here 
necessary,  to  existing  sev/ers  at  Market  Overton,  Langham  and 
other  villages  during  the  course  of  the  year.  Works  of 
altering  two  of  the  existing  sev/age  wells  to  septic  tanks  in 
the  Parish  of  Rapingham  v/ere  carried  out  during  the  year  to 
secure  more  efficient  operation. 

Work  on  the  now  sewerage  system  at  Market  Overton  vaas 
nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  1952,  and  it- was  expected  that 
the  now  sev/age  disposal  x^lant  would  be  put  into  ox-aeration 
during  the  first  few  weeks  of  1953* 

At  Langham  it  was  not  possible  to  iDroceed  with  the  x^r-oxjesod 
sewerage  scheme  referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Pex^ort,  the  chief 
difficulty  still  being  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  suxoply  of  water 
to  make  the  system  ^^ally  self-cleansing.  The  Council  has 
already  stated  its  intention  to  loursue  this  matter  as  soon  as 
this  difficulty  has  been  overcome.

13  of  the  villages  in  the  District  -  Cottosmoi'G ,  Exton, 
Enipin* liuii,  Edi thYv^es ton,  Langhara,  Market  Overton,  CTrectham, 
Tickoncoto,  Manton,  Tliistleton,  Teigh,  Whitwell  and  Stretton, 
arc  nov/  provided  with  v/eekly  collections  of  refuse  carried  out 
by  the  Contractors  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  and  a  fortnightly 
collection  is  also  made  at  Barleythorpe  and  Braunston.  a  partial 
removal  is  i)rovidod  for  Ashv/ell,  Barrov^r,  V/hi  s  sendine ,  Brooke, 
Haableton,  Gunthorpe,  Lyndon  and  part  of  Horn.  Weekly 
oollections  of  refuse  by  the  Council  are  also  carried  out  at  the 
Married  Quarters  of  the  R.A.P,  Station  at  Cottesmore  and  the 
R.CfcA.P.  Station  at  Edith\Yeston. 


The  first-naned  I3  villages  and  part  of  Barleythorx^je  are 
provided  with  a  weekly  scavenging  system  of  night-soil  carried 
out  by  the  Contractors  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  It  is  hoijod 
that  with  the  completion  of  the  Sev/erage  V/orks  in  Market 
Overton,  the  necessity  for  such  a  system  in  that  village  will  not 
arise  after  1953*  Septic  tanks  at  Empinn;ham  are  emx)tied 
by  Contract. 

Otherwise,  in  viev;  of  the  heavy  additional  cost  likely 
to  be  involved,  it  has  been  decided  to  continue  for  the  tirae 
being  with  the  xu'^esent  method  of  scavenging  by  Contract.

Provision  of  Nev/  Plouses  during  the  Year. 

During  the  year  1952,  30  houses  v/ere  completed  by  the 
Council  in  the  Parishes  of  Ashwell,  Edithweston  and  Manton, 
and  g  houses  were  built  in  the  District  for  private  Owners. 

A  further  number  of  houses  v/as  also  built  by  the  R.A.P. 
Authorities  at  Cottesmore  and  R.C.A.E.  Authorities  at  Edithweston 
for  use  as  Married  Quarters.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the 
CoLincil  had  two  houses  at  Ashv/ell,  1 2  at  Manton  and  4  at 
Braunston  besides  another  2  at  Barrov/  under  construction, 
and  4  others  were  being  erected  by  private  owners.

The  Model  Byelaws  for  the  Handling  and  Wrapping 
of  Pood,  which  were  a.dopted  by  the  Council  in  1950  have,  as 
a  general  rule,  been  observed  by  the  local  Pood  Retailers. 

In  one  instance,  hov/ever,  the  conditions  were  unsatisfactory, 
and  during  the  course  of  1952  the  premises  concerxied 
ceased  being  used  as  a  shop. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  by  one  of  the  Butchers 
in  the  District  owing  to  the  inadequate  size  of  his  premises  and 
storage  facilities  for  meat.  Application  had  been  made  before  19 
for  permission  to  erect  a  new  shop  with  better  accommodation  for 
this  purpose.

For  some  time  past,  one 
of  the  2:0 igdib ours  and  a  nearby  relative  had  given  assistance 
to  enable  these  two  persons  to  carry  on  at  their  home,  but 
the  doctor  in  attendance  was  of  the  opinion  that  more  constant 
help  and  attention  should  be  provided, 

<accordingly  visited  this  lady  md  her  daughter,  rnd  from 
inform.ation  received,  contacted  her  relatives,  but  it  was  obvious 
that ^  the  necessary  help  and  medic.al  attention  could  not  be 
provided  while  these  persons  were  living  at  home.  Arrangements 
wore,  therefore,  made  for  both  Mother  and  Daughter  to  be 
removed  to  the  Oalthaa  Infimary,  v;hich  action  has  since 
proved  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.
